XX, 37): “Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
thy whole heart, with thy whole soul, with thy whole 
mind”; and Christ says that “the whole law” depends 
on the observance of this and the commandment of 
the love of neighbor. Immediately after warning the 
people against false prophets (verse 15) the same 
Evangelist, quoting Christ, reminds us that faith in 
Christ and the invocation of His Name are not suffi- 
cient. “Not every one that saith to me Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the Kingdom of Heaven, but he that 
doeth the will of My Father, Who is in Heaven, he 
shall enter into the Kingdom of Heaven” (Matt. VII, 
291). The will of God, as is clearly established in the 
Gospel, is. not only to believe “on our Lord Jesus 
Christ”, but also te be baptized (John III, 3) to keep 
the Commandments (Matt. XIX, 17), and to hearken 
to the Church which Christ established (Matt. XVII, 
17). There is not a single work which you mention 
as prescribed by the Catholic Church, held by us to 
be necessary for salvation.

Any Catholic Catechism renders this clear, for an 
Indulgence is defined as a remission, in whole or in 
part, of the temporal punishment due to forgiven 
sins.

WHAT LED TO LUTHER'S SUCCESS? 


It could not be explained by the teachings of 
Luther, which ordinarily would rather have shocked 
the Christian world; not by his learning, many of his 
opponents were far more Tearned. No, the state of 
mind and heart of Germany’s people must have been 
disposed toward the radical innovation. 


ase his fight on the Church, Luther was encour- 
by the Humanists, many of whom then were, as 
alent lists today are, ardently anti-Christian, 
but who courted any support they could get from pro- 
fessed Christians; he was encouraged also by princes, 
whose tyranny and in hjustice were pha ga 6 rebuked 
by the Church. To enlist their interest in his cause, 
Luther assured them that they might confiscate all 
monasteries, churches and the gold and silver vessels, 
without interference. Even the anti-Catholic Duruy 
(in his “Gen. History of the World”, Vol. II, page 320) 
writes: “The reformer was serving well the interests 
of the princes. He restored to their hands the direc- 
tion of religious affairs. The secularization of church 
ht bed tempted their greed. The Elector of Saxony, 
ndgrave of Hesse Cassel, the Dukes of Mecklen- 
mi Pomerania and Zell, and a great number of im- 
al cities embraced the Reformation, and at the 
iene fime seized the Ecclesiastical domains situated 
in their territores.” 


Another consideration which made Luther’s 
teaching acceptable was that it offered an easy plan of 
salvation; it did away with works of penance, Con- 
fession, Purgatory, and even Hell; since, if a mere 
trust in Christ will save one, no matter how great a 
sinner one might be, there could be no need of good 
works, and fear of Hell would be-out of place except 
for the unbeliever. 


Luther could be bold because he had the backing 
of princes and Humanists. He would probably have 
retracted at the Diet of Worms, convened by the new 
Emperor, Charles V, had he not had this backing. 
Charles V was not in sympathy with Luther, and after 
the Diet of Worms forbade him to continue his 
tal and ordered his writings to be burned. 

owever, his attention -was so given to the war with 
the Turks*that Luther and his followers kept up the 
agitation. In 1525 the Peasants’ War broke out, 
which impartial Protestant writers ascribe to 
Luther's teachings. They hoped to liberate them- 
selves from their masters, and looked to Luther for 
help. They were disappointed, however, and being 
without arms, were slaughtered by thousands. This 
and Luther’s marriage the same year to a former nun, 
caused many to desert the ranks of the Reformer. ~ 


False accusations against the Church were pub- 
lished and scattered with such profusion after several 
states of Europe formally espoused one of the new 
religions that they are naturally embodied in works 
of history, and in novels written by par tisans during 
the last four centuries. Hence, Luther’s name has al- 
ways been held in veneration, and his figure sur- 
rounded by a halo. We are ready to admit that zeal- 
ous Catholic controversialists have frequently woven 
legends and unprovable charges into their sketches of 
Luther and his work, but they do not represent the 
Church. The Church is willing that the truth be 
known, for only the human and not the divine in the 
Church can be affected by it. anyway. The Church 
wants fairness done to her antagonists and the weak- 
nesses of her own subjects acknowledged. 


While Luther fiercely denounced the authority of 
the Pope, he assumed an ‘attitude more uncompromis- 
ing.than any Pope. His will, he frequently declared 
himself, was reason. sufficient for any novel teaching 
he enunciated. He did not hesitate to differ from the 
early Fathers of the Church, from General Councils, 
and from the accepted tradition of centuries, 

He writes (Saemmtliche Werke, xxiv, 8): “I wish 
to have my doctrine judged by nobody —not even by 
angels. He who does not receive my teaching may 
not be saved.” When questioned about altering the 
Scripturés, he answered: “Should your Pope give 
himself any useless annoyance about the word ‘alone’,

| fallibility to Cyprian while you would deny it to the Pope, who ruled in his 
‘day, and who might have been both a greater scholar and a grenter saint. 

| However, while St. Cyprian did emphasize the independence of individual 
bishops, he was not as radical as you are led to believe, for he speaks of the 
See of Rome, as “the principal church whence espiscopal unity had its rise.” 
He says that its unity was established by Christ when He founded His Church 
upon Peter. He declares that to communicate with an an€i-Pepe such as 
Novatian would be schism (Ep. LXVIII, 1). When Marcian of Arles fell into 
heresy, Cyprian wrote to Pope Stephen, urging him “to send letters, by which, 
Marcian being excommunicated, another may be substituted dn his place” 
(Ep. LXVIIL, 3). 

St. Cyprian tells us that Decius would rather have heard of the procla- 
mation of a rival emperor than of the election of a new Pope to fill the place 
of the martyred Fabian (Ep. LV, 9), which indicates the claim of universal 
ecclesiastical authority on the part of the Pope in the third céntury. 

‘Referring to Gregory again, it is true that he disclaimed the title “uni- 
versal” for any bishop, and neither Gregory nor any Pope afterdim, used the 
word as a title. The patriarchs of Constantinople are the ones who insisted 
on using the title, and were rebuked by the Pope. The Catholic Church holds 
that all bishops have ordinary and not delegated jurisdiction; they receive 
their prerogatives immediately from Christ, but may use their authority only 
when in communion with the Apostolic See.
